Prime Requisites For Good 
Stories Illustrated by ' 
Actual Articles , ^ ■ ; 

Clarity, dignity, accuracy, readable*;' 
ness, proportion, literary note, and 
news value— these ore the seven prime 
requisites constituting a good news- 
paper story, according to Mr. John 
Kidman, assistant city editor of the 
Montreal ' Gazette, who addressed a 
groupj^of/ Daily reporters gathered in 
the' %ni(m; on Friday night. This lec- 
ture, essentially in the nature of an 
experiment, was the first of » pro- 
jected séries of addresses by prominent 
looal newspapermen, and dealing with 
various angles of Journalism. ' - 

The first point to bear in mind in 
writing a newspaper story, stated the 
speaker, is to make It so clear that 
the reader of the paper will be able 
to visualize what has happened, and 
received a correct, aeepuafettndtlm 
oion. A reporter'fiioi^dfllu^ 
to condense, for in most cases all that 
has happened cannot be printed. How- 
ever, it is important that the main 
poinU be emphasized and any sulier- 
floua matter pmlttêd, 

Importance of Lead 

The speaker emphasbied the im- 
portance of the lead as constituting 
in a shigle paragraph, or so, tiie main 
feature of the story so that the x«ad«r 
may be-' able ,.to :see|ft^^iÉ8]^nce aU 
that has bappened?fl^wlerçry story 
there should be a feajsoned order and 
logical development but not necessar- 
lly chronological. 

. The speaker then stated the neces- 
sity of having authority behind all 
newH>ai>er stories and. this requisite is

Short'Cuis 



TT is an established fact that colletfe^students vUl 
take short-cuts whsnever it is at all possible, no 
matter what premise of jrule théy niay be violating 
by doing so. Whether the short-cut be geographi- 
cal, verbal, social or educational the collegian takes 
advantage of it as often as he can. 

In mere, geographical matters the haphazard 
paths that continually appear on the campus 
demonstrate that' if there is a sidewalk or a formal 
l>ath leading to a building that Is not the shortest 
distance between two pointa, the ctudènts will m^lce 
another that is. The only wt^ to prévint the form- 
ing of such paths, and that methoJ is only partly 
effleacIo(is,-is to erreot a wire barricade nec2^ltat- 
ihg walkhig around the long way. Verbally the 
who speclallzés in disobeying the Uhlveisity walk- 
:olleglan shor^ns the words ;"ll|)rary," "gymna- 
3lum," "chemistry," "demonstration," "psychology," 
"professor" and hundreds of others into diminu- 
tives that Will conserve his préclpus .tlpie'and 
energy. In social matters .the college student can, 
with the assurance that It. is the ordinary, thjiiK, 
call any one by hlç or her lifst nfiine on being lOr 
troduced, and become engaged aftéi. a week's; ac- 
quaintance if it seems a gopd idea at the t^me. 

All these short cuts violate no rules more bind- 
ing than those Of good tàste. good English and n 
respect for orderly lawns, and as such are not Im- 
pressively dangerous. It Is the cultural and educar 
tlonal short-cut tiiat the average student often 
resorts to that can be a réal risk both to hUntelf 
and the entire un^nlt^|»|teRUj .The student 
who copies hotébô6ks; tem 'P«^^i^d experiments 
of former years instead of dolhg the work himself 
has saved time and enerty and perhape received' 
a better grade for his effort. - But by ta]cini;: 8iielf 
sbortrcutifghe is cheating himself out of the 'ad* 
vanïagttf of '.'actually taking the path which was 
Intended for bim to taiee, and «hleh has In its 
course certain ;,.thli|)Çi he never aee along the 
short-cut. Wlu^.lM?U confronted later with the 
necessity of exiilainlinK tb« phenomena along the 
conventional path he Is unable io do it beeailse his 
short-cut did not bielude his imdentahdlng of 
them. 

In makilng these educational effort-conserving 
actions the undergraduate only 1« taking the path 
that tliose who went before made for him by will- 
ing their term papers and notebooks to oncoming 
classes. It Is a short-cut t£at In^ the end does not 
pay, for it is the time and effort connuned In actu- 
ally dohig the work that go to make up real learn- 
ing. ^
